‘Thus does th 
wise cutting of flowers serve thre 
ends: the dec a of our homes, the 
increased yield of the plants, and the 
maintenance of garden-beds_ unta 
nished by dead and dying blossoms. 

An experienced gardener cuts tl 
flowers with a pair of shears or a sharp 
knife.
